Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 9, 10, 11, and 13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Amos (US Patent No. 5,330,192). 
Amos discloses a golf swing practice device comprising: 

• With respect to claim 9, an arcuate track (7) having a length, said arcuate track 
(7) having generally horizontal cross-section (9) in a plane extending vertically 
there through, said arcuate track having a generally vertical guide wall (11) 
extending upwardly from one side of said horizontal cross-section, said guide 
wall suitable for guiding movement of golf club head along the length of said 
arcuate track; and a support frame connected to an underside of said arcuate 
track so as to support said arcuate track at an angle when said support frame 
rests on a surface (see Figs. 1- 2). 

• With respect to claim 10, said arcuate track (7) being integrally formed (see Fig. 
1)- 
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• With respect to claim 1 1 , said arcuate track comprising a plurality of arcuate 

segments (7) each having a curvature of less than a semicircle (see Fig. 1); a 

support frame affixed directly to an underside of at least one of said plurality of 

arcuate segments (53), said support frame suitable for supporting the arcuate 

segment at an angle above an underlying surface (see Fig. 1).

together to define a circular track (see Fig. 1 ). 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claim 12 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Amos. 

Amos fails to show a mortise and tenon structure for joining together the arcuate 

segments. However, it would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at 

the time the invention was made to provide the apparatus of Amos with mortise and 

tenon structure since the Applicant has not shown the criticality for this claimed feature 

and it appears that the holes (27, 31) and bolts (29) attachment arrangement of the 

Amos reference would accomplish similar purpose. Those skilled in the art may use a 

variety of joining structures for attaching different track segments without departing from 

the spirit and scope of the Amos's invention.
